Both Suspended March 17 


Ths explanations state the offi- 


cers were suspended on March 17 
by fV. F. McCrady, police chief, 
and reinstated on the force, with- 
out pay for the time of suspen- 
sioj, on March 23. 


Two charges were listed against 


Rsdcliff. They were: On March 7, 
Patrolman Shasteen and yourself 
wlfully disobeyed orders and failed 
to properly perform your duty by 
leaving the police station while on 
office, dutv «r4 r.ot r~porting jn on 
regplar time, and on March 2, 
.Patrolman Shasteen and yourself 
witfully disobeyed the orders of 
both the safety director and the 
chkjf of police by hauling women, 
othfcr than to the police station, In 
the police car." 


Radcliff's 
explanation of 
the 


charges follows: 
"I do hereby 


submit that at no time did I wil- 
fully disobey orders or fail to prop- 
erly perform my duty by leaving 
the police station while on office 
duty on March 7 and not report in 
on regular time for the following 
reasons: 


1. On the date of March 7, I 


was not on office duty as charged 
but was detailed to duty in the 
northend of Circleville. This fact 
is supported by the testimony of 
Ethridge Justice, who testified for 
the chief of police. There was no 
evidence whatsoever to the con- 
trary. 


2. There is absolutely no evi- 


dence that

3. There is 'absolutely no evi-

RUSSIA PREPARES 
DARING WAR ACT 


Soviet Moving Troops by Plane, Dropping Them 


Behind Enemy Lines; Heavy Craft Hauled, too

MOSCOW, March 26.— (Via London) — (UP) -- The Soviet air 


force, introducing a spectacular and daring clement into Europe's 
war preparations, is experimenting successfully today with eqiupment 
to land soldiers, machine guns, 
light artillery and even tanks be- 
hind an enemy's lines by para- 
chutes. 


In event of war, the Soviet fliers 


would strive to drop thousands of 
soldiers back of the front where

Shipments of Australian and

As an indication of what may be 


expected in the next few weeks, 
it was reported that Germany 
alone still needs 30,000,000 bushels 
of wheat to meet present bread 
needs, in addition to the tremen- 
dous supplies already taken. (It 
was estimated in December that 
the Reich would need 100,000,000 
T>ushels to feed its hungry this 
year.)

Letters announcing a series of 


township meetings to explain the 
1937 agricultural program, inform 
farmers how to qualify for pay- 
ment, and sign applications, were 
mailed to landowners and tenants 
Friday by the Pickaway county 
committee.

In each 
was enclosed the soil depleting 
base and corn limit for the farm 
or farms. 


The letter explains 
the 
corn 


limitation now include only field 
corn. Commercial sweet corn and 
popcorn are not included in the 
limit; however, they are classified 
as soil depleting crops. 


"These bases may be lower than 


you expected," the letters state, 
"however, the county quota was 
lowered considerably and the com- 
mitteemen have spent much time 
equalizing1 these bases among the 
various farms."

Rickets, the disease of 
darkness, appears in the spring 
after the long winter night, unless 
the young body (it occurs only in 
children) is protected by the use of 
cod liver oil or some similar Vita- 
min D-containing substance. 


Vitamin D also appears in the

of "D" per gram. 


It is not wise to try to take too 


much Vitamin D, as l;_rge doses of 
it will result in excessive deposi- 
tion of calcium salts in the blood 
vessels and kidneys.

A GOOD MANX comments were 


made on the way West played his 
defense against South'a call of 5- 
Clubs. All agreed that West missed 
his one best opportunity to defeat 
the call. The best comment came 
from Mr. Norman L. Heaton, Co- 
lumbus, O., who apparently was 
the only player whom the suggest- 
ed defense would not have defeat- 
ed. His offensive strategy to de- 
feat West's "only chance" is per- 
fectly logical and would have en- 
abled declarer to fulfill his con- 
tract.
